Permits for 
the transportation of lawfully ac- 
quired liquor, however, must be ob- 
tained from Federal prohibition di-. 
rectors. Liquor held in bond, how- 
ever, may not be withdrawn for 
beverage purposes. 

Liquors lawfully obtained before 


provide, may be received by the heirs 
of the deceased owner, who would 
have the same rights of possession 
and transportation as the original 
owner. 

All perséns possessing lawfully 
acquired liquor in storage outside 
their dwellings are required to make 
a report to the,yprohibition director 
of their State within thirty days 
showing kinds and quantity owned. 
No report is necessary covering 
liquor now held in private dwellings. 
Liquor may not be removed or trans- 
ported in violation of any State or 
Federai law, the bureau reported.
